DEATH' BY ELECTRiVl'i-Y. 


.Hanging for mnrder will be abolished 


ID tbo state of New York after January 
1,1889. i'or all murders in the first de- 
gree committed after that date, whore a 
conviction is had, tho mode of death 
shall be by electricity. The now law 
provides that a prisoner sentenced to 
death shall be immediately conveyed by 
tbo sheriff to one of the statu pri-ious, 
and there kept in solitary confinement 
until the day of execution, to be visited 
only by officers or by roi-Mvoa, a physi- 
cian, hia clergyman or counsel. 
The 


court delivering the sentence shali name 
merely the weefc within which tho execu- 
tion shall take place, tho day ot ociou- 
tion being loft to tho discretion of the 
principal officer of the prison. 


It will bo seen from this that the ques- 


tionable custom of proclaiming tho day 
of execution in all tho newspapers weeks 
before it takes place, will be abolished, 
and that the act ot taking a criminal's 
life will be done with becoming decency 
In recommending the passage of tbe bill, 
Governor Hill, in his message to the leg- 
islature in 1SS5, said: 


Tho present mode ot executing crim- 


inals by hangine has come down to us 
from the dart ages, and it may well bo 
questioned whether the science of tho 
present day cannot provide a means for 
taking the life of such as are condemned 
to death in a less barbarous manner. I 
commend tbe suggestion to tho consider- 
ation of the legislature. 


The attention of scientific men was at- 


tracted to tho snbjaot by this message, 
and in 1SSG a commission was appointed 
by tbo legislature to investigate and re- 
port the most humane and practical 
method of carrying into effect the sen- 
tence of death in capital cases. It is cer- 
tainly a reform which will meet with 
popular favor.

In tho rr.qan- 
tlme tho priests and Pharisees asked Pilate 
to put a watch or guard of soldiers at the 
tomb, so r.s to prevent tho disciples from 
stealing the body, and then protending 
that Uc had risen from tho dead. There was 
no need ot this, for tho disciples were 
neither fools nor wicked men. But the 
priests and Pharisees themselves were so 
wicked that they naturally suspected ovcry 
one cine of rascnllty. 
On the third day 


Josus arose from tho dead, and after thut 
appeared to many ol' SID dioaipies. After 
Jotuo Hail appeared to aqmo oi tho wopca 
who were to His grave, thoy ran and told 
tho disciples w!)t\t Ho told them. In tho 
meantime tr-j soldiers, when they fouhd 
that the body of Jesus was 110 longer m 
tho crave, went and told tho chief priests 
wlw" had happened. 
These wicked men 


gave tlio soldiers much money, pnd told tliera 
to tell a lie about whit had happened, and 
to say that the disciples had stolen the body. 


When the disciples laid liis body away in 


the grave thoy gave up all hope of over see- 
ing Him alive again. Imagine then, their 
joy when they were assured by tho evi- 
dence of their own senses that Ho was real- 
ly alive! Now all their former hopes re- 
vived, ncd thoy were surer than over be- 
fore that He was thq Jlessiah. Fear at this 
most wonderful occurrence was nungled 
•with joy at tho glad tidings. TOs, the res- 
urrection of Jesus was to them a divine as- 
surance that Ho was truly th,e Saviour of 
tho world. But to tho Chief priests arid 
scribes tho news was most sad 1 Thoy had 
hoped that upw their great adversary ivas 
forever put out of tho way. Doubtless thoy 
had copgratalated each other on. that Saa- 
fcatli day many times, and felt glad over tho 
successful exercise of their power. 
And 


cow their triumph had come to an end I Bo 
in order to make tne best ol a bad job thoy 
added sin to siu, and gave bribes to tho 
soldiers to toll a liel This was lustlllco 
these men, who stuck at nothing -which. 
they thought necessary to advance their 
cause. 
The birth of Jesus was a glad cvpnt to 


some and a sad event to others. His frieucls 
rejoiced while Bis enemies mourned. So 
every event in His lifo brought joy or sor- 
row, according to tho way in which people 
took it. II they woro in the right frnmo of 
mind, "lailr.css ffllcd their hearts, whilo to 
those who opposed Him His triumph was a 
source of uualloycdsorrow. This is truo to- 
divy.and will bo truo to tho end of time. Even 
tho last resurrection, which will bring to 
tho believe.- the culmination of his joys, will
